Wuart shall it profit a man if he advertise freely 
but fail to take proper care of the visitor in the store? 








A WELL supplied ten-cent counter as an advertising 
proposition is a good idea for hardware stores. It is 
wonderful how many tempting things may be gathered 
for a department of this kind, all of which will return 
a satisfactory profit, and the meat of the suggestion is 
in the fact that it is a self-running institution. Many 
prospective buyers are tempted indoors by it. They 
practically wait upon themselves if the goods are well 
and conveniently displayed and they, as a rule, feel 
that, inasmuch as they have paid something into the 
store, they have a right to look about and examine 
other things, as they would not feel privileged to do 
under other conditions, and thus many larger sales are 
induced. It is a good proposition from an advertising 
point of view anyway. 








AmonG the many valuable and encouraging ad- 
dresses made at the recent Atlantic City convention of 


The American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Outlook for Association was one on existing business 
Business, COnditions and the future outlook by 


Mr. Frank Baackes, vice-president of 
the American Steel & Wire Company. Mr. Baackes 
took note of the flurry in financial circles, that was 
causing no little agitation throughout the country, but 
advised his hearers against being stampeded and 
urged them very strongly not to give way to pes- 
simism. “There is nothing, in my opinion,” he said, 
“to be pessimistic about. I think we should be con- 
servative, not pessimistic, and that ‘Shoals’ should be 
our watchword for the future. If we all use common 
sense, that sixth sense which grows and develops as 
we grow older, I think we will weather all the storms 
that blow around our heads.” 

There are many who will support Mr. Baackes’ con- 
tention that current events in the financial world sig- 
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nify simply a return to normal conditions. He spoke 
very plainly to his fellow-manufacturers when he 


said : 

“Gentlemen, there is not a man in this room who must 
not admit that the situation of the past two years has been 
beyond endurance. We were all doing too much business. 
I know that has been the case with us. We have 
behind eight and ten months and all of a sudden just be- 
cause we have not but three months’ business in sight we 
think business is going to hell. 

“Gentlemen, we are just coming down to normal con- 
ditions. I know of times before these recent prosperous days 
that when we had thirty or sixty days’ business on our books 
we patted ourselves on the backs and said what great fellows 
we are. Gentlemen, we are coming down to that normal 
condition to-day. You will not be able to sell one more 
pound of material at 25 per cent less than you do at present 
prices. Stand by your guns and adopt the policy of the 
United States Steel Corporation. Live and let live, and 
respect your competitor.” 


been 


Referring to varying sentiment in different parts 
of the country Mr. Baackes pointed out that while the 
sky might be overcast in the East there is abounding 
optimism and cheerfulness in the West. Present 
financial conditions, he declared, are absolutely un- 
natural. It is an unprecedented state of affairs to see 
so much prosperity in the world of manufacture and 
commerce and so much adversity in the world of 
finance. Therefore the attitude of the manufacturer 
and the merchant should be one of hopeful con- 
servatism. A middle-of-the-road policy should be 
followed and all panicky feelings should be sup- 
pressed as opposed to common sense. 

It is not only in the iron and steel business that 
manufacturers’ order-books are still crowded and 
likely to remain so. The clothing manufacturers of 
the country report that they have never had so much 
business on their books and it is simply a question of 
getting wool. Manufacturers in many other lines 
that are a sure indication of general prosperity report 
a similar condition and there is absolutely no reason 
to expect that the passing flurry in high finance will 
have other than a beneficial effect in the industrial 
world. By a benéficial effect we mean the restora- 
tion of conditions to a normal point. We have been 
perhaps too feverishly active during the past two or 
three years, and a slowing down will not be unwel- 
come to thoughtful, conservative business men. 

At the very foundation of our national prosperity 
lies the prosperous condition of the farmer. Through- 
out the length and breadth of the land to-day the 
agriculturist is enjoying prosperity that absolutely 
ensures his purchasing power for a long time to 
come. Though the crops of the present year have 
not generally been quite so large as in some former 
years much higher prices have prevailed for all prod- 
ucts of the farm and the farmer is better off on that 
account. The utmost activity prevails in all lines 
of industry and will continue as long as the pur- 
chasing power of the masses of our people remains at 
its present height. Our population is increasing rap- 
idly, which means additional demands upon our manu- 
facturers to supply the necessaries and comforts of 
life according to the American standard of living, 
and nothing apparently can depress industrial condi- 
tions in this great resourceful country save an ex-

tended feeling and spirit of depression on the part of 
our merchants and manufacturers themselves. Against 
such a spirit and its expression all wise business men 
will contend most vigorously as against a common 
enemy, a threatening danger. 

As Mr. Baackes so well said at Atlantic City, amid 
the responsive cheers of the leading manufacturers in 
the hardware trade, “let us not run away with our- 
selves, but rather in this emergency cultivate and 
develop our sixth sense, our common sense, and re- 
gard the present and the future with plenary confi- 
dence, hope and good cheer.” 

Let the hardware trade set an example of justi- 
fiable optimism to all others and thereby do its manly 
part in restoring a genetal feeling of confidence 
throughout the commercial world—such a feeling as 
the West, happily, has not surrendered for a single 
moment, even in view of the difficulties that have 
recently befallen eastern exponents of high finance. 








It Is no uncommon thing to find money spent for 
retail advertising absolutely thrown away through a 
lack of proper attention to the public 

To Make when they visit the store. Many hard- 
Advertising _ é‘ . 

Pay. ware retailers do not realize how easy 

it is thus to throw away their money— 

or rather to throw away their opportunities for doing 
business. : 

The effects of good advertising are often lost or 
spoilt by a lack of good salesmanship. To obtain the 
best results, advertising and salesmanship must go 
hand in hand. Neither can be neglected with im- 
punity. It is not enough to get the people into the 


store—they must be properly received and attended | 


to when there. 

How many merchants have advertised special sales 
of goods without fully instructing their clerks as to 
their plans. How many have failed to enjoy the full 
advantage of holiday advertising because their. em- 
ployes were not thoroughly posted on the various 
lines of holiday goods carried in stock or lacked the 
tact and gumption to receive the visitors in a friendly, 
holiday spirit. How many a merchant has not re- 
ceived his full share of public patronage on special 
occasions, such as local carnivals, fairs and the like, 
because his clerks—and maybe he himself—were not 
prepared to handle unusual crowds skillfully, to enter- 
tain them to their liking, or to show them the goods 
they might be induced to buy. 

The proper entertainment of the prospective cus- 
tomer is a matter of the very highest importance. 
No matter whether he has been attracted to the store 
by general or special advertising, his reception should 
be planned and prepared for. At holiday times let 
the holiday goods be prominently displayed and after 
the friendly greeting, let the visitor’s attention be 
directed to the special display. Many a man—and 
many a woman, too, for that matter—enters a store 
with no very definite idea of what they want, but in 
a purchasing spirit, and the nature of their pur- 
chases may depend entirely upon the manner of their 
reception and the quality of the salesmanship em- 
ployed in waiting upon them. This is especially true 


in holiday seasons, such as that which will soon open 
and the wise merchant will ask himself the question, 
“Am I prepared at all points to do justice to myself. 
to my visitors, and to my stock?” 

It is of prime importance ,of course, that the win- 
dow and stock displays should be timely and season- 
able. We do not gather grapes of thorns, nor figs 
of thistles, and unseasonablé goods can usually be 
relegated to the background with advantage. The 
clerks should be drilled and instructed how best to 
secure results on every special occasion, and this will 
depend very largely on the experience and individual 
example of the proprietor. If the visitor can be made 
to feel that he or she is regarded as a welcome guest, 
and not merely as a possible victim, the best effect 
will be produced and the reciprocal purchasing spirit 
will most likely be aroused. If, on the other hand, 
the reception of the visitor is of the why-are-you-here 
order, he or she is very apt to remember that John 
Schmidt, the hardware man across the square, has a 
warmer store and a bright welcoming smile—and a 
customer may be lost. 

It is the business of a good hardware man, be he 
proprietor or clerk, not only to know the goods in 
the store, but to be able to handle visitors so that the 
store may reap the fullest possible benefit from their 
presence. Every visitor is a prospective customer 
and should be cultivated with that idea in view. 

In a general way it may be said that no opportunit) 
should be lost to bring visitors to the store by means 
of special sales. The goods to be offered at such sales 
are of infinite variety. Special sales can always be 
worked up by the knowing merchant, by means of 
price inducements and in other ways. 

A great physician once said that in forty years he 
had never once allowed himself to have a headache, 
meaning thereby, not that he had never had headaches, 
but that he had schooled himself to ignore them. In 
like manner why may not the wise merchant, by care- 
ful manipulation of special sales, enable himself t 
ignore dull seasons? 

But whether the sale be of a special character or 
the ordinary routine of the store, it is all-important 
that pfoper preparation be made for the profitable re- 
ception and handling of the public.

It is reported that the Collins & Burgie Co.’s stove 
manufacturing plant at Marengo, Ill., which was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire on October 5, is to be rebuilt. 

The Stanford Steel Range Co., of Sheffield, Ala., is 
looking the field over in contemplation of establishing 
a plant for the manufacture of their steel ranges at 
Birmingham, Ala. 

The Queen City Foundry Co., Ltd., of Toronto, 
Ont., has been incorporated with a capital of $40,000. 
The company proposes to manufacture boilers, engines, 
stoves, ranges and hardware specialties. 

The Strand Heater Co., of Cleveland, O., was re- 
cently incorporated with a capital stock of $10,000. 
The plant has already been arranged and the work be- 
gun. The company will manufacture natural gas 
heaters. 

We learn from a Knoxville, Tennessee, paper that 
the Lonsdale Foundry Company of Knoxville, which 
was established a year ago for the purpose of manu- 
facturing stoves together with other foundry work, 
has outgrown its original plant, and by additions there- 
to has more than doubled its original capacity. 











On the morning of October 27th the stove manu- 
facturing plant of the Excelsior Stove Works of 
Quincy,. Ill., was involved in a somewhat destructive 
fire, in which their reported loss is stated at from 
$15,000 to $18,009, The plant is amply insured, the 
amount of $225,000 in fire insurance being carried. 


The matter of the selection of a trustee for the credi- 
tors of the Leonard Stove Company of Bowling 
Green, O., is still pending before the referee. The 
first meeting of the creditors was held on Saturday, 
October 26, but nothing definite was done and an ad- 
journment was taken until the following Tuesday 
when the matfer was further adjourned until a later 
date. 

S. V. Reeves, stove repair manufacturer, of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, has changed his quarters to a 
much better building where much more room is had 
and infinitely better facilities are provided for hand- 
ling his-rapidly growing business.

carry more than nine square feet of radiating surface 
between the skirting and the heat collar. Among the 
features of Cinderella base burners are these: The

both sides of the bottom to the front, which distributes 
it equally over all parts of the bottom, making all the 
lower part of the stove a direct radiating surface. The 
heat then passes back through the center flue in the 
bottom, and out the large ascending flue to the smoke 
pipe. The construction affords the greatest heating 
surface made in any base burner with same size fire 
pots. The hot air flues are especially large and effect- 
ive, and are located between the descending and as- 
cending flues, and are heated by direct radiation 
from the side of both descending flues, and both 
sides of the ascending flue. The cold air is taken from 
the floor, carried along the bottom under the base to 
the circulating flues, and is delivered through a pipe 
collar at the top, from which point it may be conducted 
to rooms above.

ity mined. The mine is one mile from the upper end 
of Sydenham Lake, and the mica is transported in bulk 
from the mine by barge to the railroad at Sydenham. 
where it is shipped to Ottawa for trimming for the 
market. From Ottawa it is exported to the United 
States and other points. This valuable mine is owned 
and worked by Americans, and the output is almost 
entirely taken by one of the largest American electric 


companies. 


A STRANGE COFFIN.

A VANISHED HARDWARE MANUFACTURER. 





A shroud of mystery envelopes the name and the 
being of a,one-time prosperous hardware manufac- 
turer of Chicago. The person is Mr. J. F. Wollen- 
sack who was well known and well regarded in Chi- 
cago hardware circles generally and who became 
later even more widely known as the inventor and 
manufacturer of Wollensack’s transom lock and lifter, 
which has for many years been in use almost to the 
exclusion of all other devices of its kind all over the 
United States. The Chicago daily newspapers are 
now engaged in discussing a peculiar phase of his 
character and habits without throwing much or an) 
light upon the mystery which surrounds his name and 
doings, the discussion having been brought about b) 
an application to the probate court of Cook county, 
Illinois, to have him declared legally dead. Some 
years ago, prior to 1899, it seems, Mr. Wollensack, 
rich, prosperous and in high standing in the Chicago 
business community, suddenly vanished, and as report 
ed has been heard from. but twice, and not at all for 
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some seven years past. Apparently he was simply 
swallowed up and gone and that seemingly comprised 
the entire story. He had been to an extent estranged 
from his family of a wife and three sons for a time 
immediately preceding his departure, and later his sons 
changed their surnames to Wallace, but for what rea- 
sons the discussing papers do not state. One of them, 
using the name W. F. Wallace, was for a time in the 
employ of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, and later was 
connected with the Retail Hardware Bulletin of 
Argos, Indiana. In the proceedings before the pro- 
bate court of Cook county Wollensack was declared 
legally dead and arrangements were made, it is said, 
for a legal division of his fortune, which is said to 
amount to somewhere in the neighborhood of a half 
a million of dollars. It is a very strange case, and one 
to which, as far as we are aware, no solution whatever 
has been offered.

Alexander Colquhoun,.a thoroughly well known and 
highly regarded figure in the stove trade of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., died in Washington, D. C., suddenly on 
October 18th from a stroke of apoplexy.

At the time of 
his demise, however, he was connected with the gas 
stove department of Isaac A. Sheppard & Sons Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. 

David G. Cooper. 

David G. Cooper of Terryville, Conn., died at his 
home in Terryville on October 18th, at the advanced 
age of seventy-seven years. Mr. Cooper had the dis- 
tinction of being the inventor of the oven door ther- 
mometer, which is so generally used in stove manu- 
facture at the present time. He was a native of 
North Berwick, N. H. At an early period in life he 
was interested in ventures in Cuba and also in Chili, 
where he was engaged in assaying and engineering op- 
erations. Declining health induced him to return to his 
native country, and it was during a term of ill health, 
and consequent idleness, that his idea of the oven ther- 
mometer was developed. Mr. Cooper leaves no rela- 
tivs closer than cousins and nieces. The will left by 
him made provision for the continuation of the oven 
thermometer manufacturing business under the title 
of the Cooper Oven Thermometer Company. 

August Leauty. 

August Leauty, aged sixty-two, and for nearly 
thirty years a most widely known dealer in guns and 
accessories, died in Indianapolis, Ind., at his home, on 
October 22d. His death resulted from a complication 
of illnesses, for which he had been suffering for some 
time. Mr. Leauty leaves a widow and two brothers, 
and a sister, all of whom reside in Indianapolis.

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YEAR’S MOVEMENT IN COPPER. 





The value of the copper, exclusive of ores and 
matte, moved into and from the United States in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 reached the record total of 
$128,137,370, as compared with $103,038,932 in the 
previous year. The prominent feature of the year’s 
movement was that the value of copper exported, 
amounting to $88,791,225, brought that commodity sec- 
ond only to steel and iron shipments, the leaders—ex- 
ceeding oil and cotton shipments by considerable mar- 
gins. Another important point was that the volume 
of receipts of the metal was the largest in the history 
of the trade or country, amounting to 198,442,715 
pounds, with a value of $39,346,145. 

The average price of the copper exported for the 
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fiscal year was 21.04 cents a pound; the average for 
imports was 19.8 cents a pound. 
A three years’ comparison of the movement and 


values of copper is shown below:

The falling off in exports of copper from this 
country during the year was most noticeable in the 
shipments to China, which fell from 70,000,000 
pounds and 24,000,000 pounds, one and two years, re- 
spectively, to about 1,800,000 pounds. The Nether- 
lands also took considerably: less, dropping to 135,- 
000,000 pounds from 141,000,000 and 147,000,000 
pounds one and two years previously—The Commer- 
cial West. 





A PAINT CATECHISM. 





COMPILED BY G. B. HECKEL. 


No. 7. 

With this issue of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN “A 
Paint Catechism” is completed insofar as its numerical 
features are concerned. Following this, however, our 
next succeeding issue will be devoted to a careful sum- 
summary of the sections heretofore published. In this 
summary, the matters heretofore considered are car- 
ried along in groups and classes in a manner which 
. demonstrates the relation of each of the items to the 
others. The entire matter of the catechism will be 
closed in the next section published. 

81. What is a properly prepared paint? 

A paint in which the ingredients are selected with due 
regard to their physical and chemical characteristics and thor- 
oughly amalgamated into a homogeneous mixture, extremely 
fine grinding of the pigments being also essential. 

82. What is meant by the proper application of paint to a 
surface in fit condition for painting? 

The “proper application of paint” has reference to the 
consistency of the paint when applied, to the method of appli- 
cation and to the time allowed to elapse between coats. The 
fitness of the surface for painting refers to its cleanliness, the 
nature as well as the condition of the wood, and the state of 
the weather at the time of painting. 

83. How should the consistency of the paint be varied for 
different surfaces? 

The painter should understand these requirements. The 
priming coat, being the one on which the adhesion of the 
entire paint film depends, should be most carefully considered. 
It should be sufficiently liquid to penetrate every pore and 
irregularity of the entire surface, carrying with it particles 
of the pigment; but this fluidity must not be obtained at the 
cost of the future strength of the dried film. For the priming 
coat it is customary to add a quantity of oil and some tur- 
pentine or benzine. It is easy to overdo both. Only enough 
of the volatile thinner should be used to avoid a high gloss, 
to which subsequent coats will not readily adhere. Hard, un- 
absorbent woods require a thicker priming coat than spongy 
woods, such as poplar, soft pine, etc. Resinous woods, like 
yellow pine again, require special treatment—a preliminary 
varnishing of knots and resinous spots with shellac, and sub- 
sequent primnig with a fluid priming coat containing an ex- 
cess of turpentine. 

The second coat, which in many instances is also the fin- 
ishing coat, should be tempered accordingly. If there are to 
be three coats, the paint should be slightly reduced with 
turpentine or benzirie, so as to promote amalgamation with the 
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priming coat, and to reduce the surface gloss. If it is to be 
the finishing coat, prepared paint of the average consistency 
can be used without reduction, but a very little turpentine is 
sometimes desirable to assist penetration and adhesion, 

The third or finishing coat should usually be employed 
as it comes from the can. In the case of all coats, thorough, 
hard brushing is essential, and a round brush is always pref- 
erable to a flat brush. The failure of paint is frequently due 
to insufficient “elbow grease” with the brush. 

Every coat of paint should be completely dry throughout 
before the next. coat is applied; but it is a mistake to allow 
a priming coat to “weather” and become weakened before 
painting is continued. 

Too much drier or japan or cheap resin japans are at the 
bottom of many paint failures. The manufacturers of a 
scienitfically prepared paint will introduce the proper kind 
and quantity of driers into his formula, and none should be 
added in use. 

84. How is a fit condition of surface obtained? 

First, by delaying the application of the priming coat un- 
til the wood is thoroughly seasoned, unless seasoning has been 
properly attended to in the lumber; secondly, by seeing that 
the plaster on the inside of the building is completely dry 
before painting is begun on the outside. A new house should 
have been heated some weeks before it is painted. In an old 
house leaking spouts, etc., should be repaired and the adja- 
cent wood allowed to dry thoroughly before repainting. Third- 
ly, by avoiding the application of paint in moist weather or 
when the atmospheric moisture is high. Fourthly, by select- 
ing a dry, mild season, as late spring or early fall, rather than 
a cold or hot season, as winter or mid summer, for the work 
Fifthly, by seeing that sappy or resinous spots in new lumber 
are properly treated before painting. Sixthly, by due care on 
old work that all loose paint and dust are removed by scrap- 
ing, sand papering, wire brushing, dusting or, if necessary, 
burning, before new paint is applied. 

As a rule, it should always be remembered that two thin 
coats thoroughly brushed out are better in most cases than 
one thick coat, and that repainting should never be delayed 
until the undercoats begin to loosen seriously. 

85. Can the Ordinary Property Owner Obtain Satisfactory 
Results with Prepared Paint by applying it himself? 

Only when conditions are favorable. In any case he 
should study carefully the directions on the can, and unless 
they are found to apply to his particular job, should consult 
either the manufacturer or a practical painter for fuller ad- 
vice. 

86. Will a Chemical Analysis Determine the Quality of 

Paint? : 
No. To the expert paint chemist it will indicate whether 
the paint is scientifically compounded or not; but of the 
method of preparation, which is quite as important as com- 
position, it will tell nothing. Only a thorough and exhaustive 
physical examination will tell this. 

87. Will the Blow-pipe Determine whether White Lead 15 
good or bad? 

No. It will tell whether or not the material is a pure 
lead compound, but it will reveal nothing regarding its quali- 
ties as paint. The soluble salts of lead, such as the acetate 
or the nitrate, will yield metallic lead with the blow pipe more 
readily than will the carbonate, but when found in white lead 
they are very detrimental. On the other hand, the more 
stable white compounds of lead, such as the oxy-sulphate 
though they may be pure lead compounds, will not reduce be 
fore the blow pipe without the use of a flux, except in the 
hands of a skilled operator.

AS TO THE FALKENHAINER PLANS. 











To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I was very much interested in the drawing of the 
Combination Heating System shown on page 31 of 
your last week’s issue (Oct. 19, 1907). I have for 
many years believed in the advantages accruing from 
a combination hot air and hot water, and have used 
it for many years in my own residence. 

Mr. Falkenhainer, the party that favored you with 
the plans, makes a statement, which I think is wrong, 
when he says “The heat is sent to the radiators at the 
expense of the hot air system.” This is only partly 
true. A large part of the work done by a Combina- 
tion, when properly installed, is not at the expense of 
the hot air system; but a properly constructed water 
heater when placed in a furnace will so deflect heat 
to the sides of the furnace, so that the hot air capacity 
of the furnace is greatly increased thereby, instead of 
being diminished. We also think that the plans would 
have been much improved, at a reduced cost, by run- 
ning the supply and return water pipes on a direct line 


from the furnace to radiator, same as should be done © 


with hot air. Yours truly, SAM SLOAN. 


Editorial Note—The paragraph in Mr. Otto Falken- 
hainer’s article on “A Combination Heating System” to 
which Sam Sloan refers is here reproduced: 


“In connection with the combination systems, there 
seems to be an impression with the consumer that the 
heat gained from the radiators is so much heat ob- 
tained for nothing. But this is wrong; the heat is 
sent to the radiators at the expense of the hot air sys- 
tem, and care should be taken not to rob the hot air 
generator too much.” 


As the question involved appears to be an open one, 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN would be pleased to learn the views 
of other furnace experts upon the same subject, and to that 
end invites correspondence.—Editor. 





DEFLECTING SIDE-WALL REGISTERS. 





Within a few years a new type of side wall register 
has come into prominence and has found universal 
favor, solely almost because of the heat deflecting ar- 
rangement with which it is provided. In the old 
practice side wall registers were rarely used when 
they could be avoided, for the reason that upon rare 
occasions could the heat current be induced to come 
out into apartments through it, and because‘of the 
injury done to wall decorations when it did. So floor 
registers and cut carpets prevailed. But since the de- 
flecting plate side wall register came into the market 
it has become the popular device in nearly all furnace 
installations. The modern register is a thin, light 
skeleton affair and is much liked generally. In prac- 
tice the swinging deflector may be used to shut out 
the heat current entirely or to admit and shoot it out 
into a room the entire current, or by proper adjustment 
the current may be divided to allow entry of part of it 
ment.

NO. 17. 
The Ellipse or Oval. 

A perfectly true ellipse can not be drawn with the 
dividers and two radii. But there are several methods 
of drawing them. in this manner, which so nearly 
approximates the true ellipse as to answer the purpose 
for most tin shop work. 

A very accurate method, however, is by the string 
and nail process. Fig. 1 is drawn in this manner. 
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Fig. 1. 


Draw A B the length of the major axis and bi- 
secting it at right angles draw C D the length of the 
minor axis. With C or D as center and one-half the 
major axis as radius, mark the points E and F on the 
major axis. Drive nails at E, F and C, and tie a 
string tightly around the three nails. Remove the nail 
at C and with a pencil or scriber draw the ellipse, 
keeping the string tight. 

If the pencil is held in an upright position and the 
string is not allowed to slip up or down on it, and does 
not stretch more in some directions than in others, the 
result will be a perfect ellipse. In fact, it is in strict 
accord with the scientific definition of an ellipse—“A 
figure bounded by a curved line, every point of which 
is equally distant from two points within, called foci.” 
In this figure, E and F are the foci, and the distance 
from any point in the curve to F plus the distance from 
the same point to E is the same as the combined dis- 
tances from these two points to any other point in the 
curve, and is just equal to the length of the major 
axis, 

In Fig. 2 is shown a very near approximate to an 
cllipse, composed of arcs of circles, having three dif- 
ferent radii and eight centers, hence it is called the 


' 


To draw an oval by this method, draw A B the 
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length of major axis, and bisect it at right angles by 
C D indefinitely: Mark points O P on C D the length 
of minor axis. 

Now to determine the radii to be used, draw X.Y 
and X Z, Fig. 3, forming any convenient angle at X. 














With X as-center and radius equal to half the short 
axis strike the arc V W. With same center and radius 
half the long axis draw the arc S T. Connect W and 
S, and parallel to W S draw V U and R T. Then 
X U will be the radius to use for the arcs at the ex- 
tremities of the major axis, and X R will be the radius 
for the side arcs at the extremities of the minor axis. 
For the radius of the arcs to connect the side arcs 
with the end arcs take the length of the semi-minor 
axis plus half the difference between the semi-axes, 
which is (in Fig. 3) the distance X V plus haif the 
distance V S, hence X Q. 

On A B of Fig. 2 set off A E and B F, each equal 
to X U. And A Gand B H each equal to X Q. Lay 
off from O to D and from P to C, each equal to X R 
and from O to J and P to I each equal to X.Q. 

With C as center and radius C I draw the arc I 2, 
and with D as center and same radius draw the arc 3 
4. With E and F as centers and radius E G or F H 
strike the arcs through G and H intersecting the arcs 
I 2 and 3 4 at the points 1 3 and 2 4. Draw a line 
through E from 1 to 5 equal in length to X Q, and 
from 3 to 6 same length, and the same through F 
from 2 to 7 and from 4 to 8. 

From C through 1 and 2 draw lines the length of 
X R, and from D through 3 and 4 same length, end- 
ing at 9, 10, II and 12. 

With C as center and radius C P (or X R) draw 
the arc 9 10, and with D as center and same radius 
draw 11 12. With E and F as centers and radius E A 
(or X U) draw 5 6and 78. Then with 1, 2, 3 and 4 
respectively as centers and radius 1 to 5 (or X Q) 

















































































































draw the four-connecting arcs 5 to 9, 7 to 10, 8 to 12 
and 6 to11. This completes the eight centered ellipse, 
which is a very near approach to the shape of that in 
Fig. 1, constructed with the string and nails. 
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Figures 4 and 5 are of the four centered kind, using 
only two radii. Either of these will answer very well 
for small articles. Fig. 4 is, however, slightly nearer 
to the perfect ellipse than Fig. 5. 

To draw Fig. 4 make A B the length of major axis, 
and bisect it with the indefinite line C D at right 
angles to it on which mark x x length of minor axis. 
From A set off the length of required minor axis, 
marked E, and divide E B into 4 equal spaces. With 
3 of these spaces, (which is 3% the difference of the 
two axes) as radius, and F as center, mark G and H 
and describe circles with radius A H or B G. Take 
the distance from F to the nearest edge of one of the

circles and set off from x x marking the points I and 
J. From I and J draw lines through H and G re- 
spectively, as J to 1 and 2, and I to 3 and 4. 
With I and J as centers and radius I to opposite x 
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draw the arch 3 4. And with J as center and same 
radius strike the arc 1 2, completing the figure. 

For ‘Fig. 5, draw A B and C D, the length and 
width desired. From A set off the width, A to E, 
then E B is the difference of the axis, Take half this 
difference, which is E F, for radius, and with G as 
center strike the arc H I. Draw the chord H I and 
bisect it at ‘J. With I as center and radius I J draw 
the arc J K. With G as center and radius G K mark 
L, M and N. Draw lines from L and N both ways 
through K and M, and use K, L, M and N respec- 
tively for the centers from which to draw the four 
arcs to form the oval. 

These four figures are all drawn to the same dimen- 
sions, i.e, the same lengths of axes, and the different 
degrees of variation from the nearest perfect form 
(Fig. 1) are readily detected.

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A TIN ROOFING PROBLEM. 








A tin roofing experience had by W. L. Spear & Co. 
of Geneva, Neb., which was related in the October 5 
issue Of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has awakened a 
widespread interest among tinners and tin-plate mak- 
ers. In our issues of October 5 and 12 considerable 
space was devoted to it and in our issue of October 
19 an entire page was devoted to letters upon the sub- 
ject. The matter is still open for discussion. Fol- 
lowing is a brief statement of Spear & Co.’s experi- 
ence : 


Under their direction a tin roof was laid upon a building 
which is a part of the State Girls’ Industrial School in that 
city. The building contained the boilers, engine room and 
laundry. The roof was put on during last February. The 
tin used was American A old style 20-pound coating and was 
bought from Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., of Chicago. 
It was in good condition when received. Part of the roof 
was put on in standing seam and part in flat seam. The 
solder used was National Lead Company’s one-half and one- 
half solder was used as flux. The upper side only was painted 
after the roof was laid. The roof it replaced was a tin roof, 
which lasted for a number of years and then went to pieces 
rapidly. The Spear & Co. roof went to pieces and became 
worthless in six months. A sample broken out of the roof is 
practically eaten through from the under side. It is heavily 
corroded. Large holes have been eaten in it and the edges 
of the sample crumble at the touch. 


Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN has submitted the case to 
expert roofers and tin plate manufacturers for solu- 


tion. Following are some of the reports and sugges- 
tions: 


Tilton Bros., Portland, Ore., write: 

In reply to yours of October 8th I would say that I 
have never known of a case of such rapid destruction of a 
tin roof by corrosion on the under side, where the old tin 
was removed before the new tin was put on. It is hardly 
probable that the plates were faulty to any unusual degree, 
it at all. The sheathing is doubtless in the same condition 
'rom shrinkage in which it has been for several years. The 
tin should have been well painted on the under side in this 
case. 

Experienced metal roofers agree that tin roofing, under 
ertain conditions, is very rapidly destroyed on some kinds 
ot buildings, In this class are laundries, boiler rooms, black- 


smith shops, foundries, bakeries, candy factories and others 
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where much steam or gas is allowed to escape into the air 
of the room and find its way to the roof. 

The tin roofing on such buildings can be protected to 
more or less extent by the following means: Tight ceiling 
of room to prevent air in room entering attic space—ven- 
tilation of upper part of room to outer air—free ventilation 
to outer air of space between ceiling and roof—tight sheath- 
ing—good felt under tin—paint on under side of tin. The 
omission of one or more of above means reduces the pro- 
tection afforded the tin to that extent. Free ventilation of 
the attic space is of the utmost importance in preventing 
condensation on under surface of tin, thereby removing one 
of the main causes of corrosion. 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Referring to extended correspondence in re Spear, 
Geneva, Nebraska, vs. Rusty Tin Roof, it is a mistake 
for an “advocate” of tin to dwell on the subject of bad 
tin. In all cases where tin is to be lauded, blow your 
horn lustily; but where bad influence against tin is 
likely to follow a discussion of this kind, break it off, 
and say little or nothing. The conditions in this case 
are such that no metal will stand, unless thoroughly 
protected. Boiler and engine rooms accumulate steam 
and moisture, and naturally dampness, which will 
affect metal instantly. Have the roof well sheathed, 
and well ventilated; put heavy layer of sheathing felt 
to absorb the moisture; paint the tin well on the 
underside; give other similar advice as a preventive 
(an ounce of prevention is worth a dozen columns of 
advice and agitation in a strictly metal journal, which 
is no cure), and such other advices briefly. The slag 
man or composition roofer wants nothing better than 
a lot of discussion about bad tin. It helps his busi- 
ness, and particularly when appearing in a paper de- 
voted to the interest of good tin roofing. “A word to 
the wise is sufficient.” TINKER.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The great west and northwest is strong in money 
and in resources. The farming element is rich and 
well conditioned and happily in the nature of things 
with these conditions to sustain them there is less 
inclination to pessimism there than in any section 
upon the North American continent. Chicago banks are 
in excellent shape, better shape in fact than those of 
any other section of the country, and it may be said 
that they reflect the real condition of the section of the 
country that is directly tributary. 

Hardware lines are here in thoroughly good con- 
diton and among the representatives thereof nothing 
pessimistic in character is observable. Winter lines 
of goods are in excellent request and the entire trade 
is in a satisfactorily active condition, There are few 
if any notable changes in prices or ferms and the mar- 
ket is wholly steady. A slight advance has occurred 
in galvanized conductor pipe and eaves trough. Gal- 
vanized steel trough has gone from 70 to 30 per cent 
to 75 and 5 per cent discount. Wire products are firm 
and active, plain wire fence and fencing wires are ex- 
ceedingly active and are followed closely by barb wire, 
both painted and galvanized and prices are well main- 
tained. Wire nails are at $2.23, painted barb wire, 
$2.68; smooth annealed wire, $2.08; polished staples, 
$2.23; galvanized, $2.63. Car lots to retailers five 
cents higher. Less than car lots fifteen cents higher. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market continues to present a quiet 
appearance, and business in progress is not of large 
proportions, and is much smaller than is usual at this 
season of the year. To an extent this has been occa- 
sioned by a reduced harvest of fruits and vegetables 
which very materially has reduced the output of can- 
ning plants all over the country. It is expected that, 
in view of the drop of about 15 cents in the price of 
pig tin since early in the year, when the last list was 
issued, that there will be a slight reduction in prices 
of plate very shortly. Present quotations are $3.90, 
f. o. b. Pittsburgh, with $3.85 still quoted by the in- 
dependent mills. Price f. 0. b. Swansea for tin plate 
is 138 10%d. Arrivals of tin plate for the week end- 
ing Oct. 19 were 42,278 boxes at New York. Stocks 
of tin plate in Swansea on Oct. 10 were 198,320 boxes, 
against 180,511 at the same time a year ago.

The copper market continued to advance during the 
week, and a good volume of business was in progress, 
which was mainly for export. The market is still a 
wide one, and there ate no fixed prices for the metal. 
The excitement in the London market is mainly Te- 
sponsible for the flurry in America, and it is reported 
that the British interests are taking good volume of 
the metal. There is still a feeling in the trade that the 
market is not on a stable basis, and that the bulk of 
the exports do not represent copper going into actual 
consumption abroad, but is for financial purposes. Out 
of the 50,000,000 or 60,000,000 pounds that have been 
exported during the present month, it is estimated in 
some quarters that about 10,000,000 pounds of this 
represent the total volume of actual sales to British 
consumers. 

It is thought in many quarters that the future of 
the coppey market depends on the course of prices 
during the next few days. Should the excitement in 
London grow to the extent of consumers covering 
heavily for 1907 shipment, and the buying movement 
spread to this country, there will. undoubtedly be a 
heavy reduction of the large surplus in the hands of 
the large producers in this country, and a consequent 
steadying of the whole market. Should the movement 
fail to develop, however, and copper prices start to 
sag, it is predicted that the market would reach a 
much lower level than it has seen this year. 

It is reported that a bid of 14¢ was made for a bloch 
of 50,000 pounds of lake to a Boston concern, but that 
the bid was refused. About 4,000,000 pounds addi 
tional were thought to be a shade under 14c. The 
Metal Exchange on Tuesday advanced prices sharp!) 
all around to 1334@14%c for lake, 13%@r14c fo! 
electrolytic and 13%@13%c for casting copper.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

Our market this week presents all the characteristics of 
a rank “in-and-outer.” There have been a few inquirie® for 
good sized tonnage and some fair business done. On the 
other hand, reports have been received of distinctly op- 
posite nature, and it appears there continues to be a very 
wide difference in the quoted prices of pig iron by various 
ompanies. More than ever is this due to the present con- 
dition of furnace order books and the ability or inclination 
of furnaces to consider business as it comes up. Each day 
increases the evidence of curtailed output by furnaces, and 
those that are in best shape as to their orders will probably 
‘ake early opportunity of making needful repairs or altera- 
tions to plants. 
The iron trade, of course, has felt indirectly the effect 
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of recent financial happenings in Pittsburg and the East, 
and has reflected conditions accordingly, but there is nothing 
in the actual business in the iron trade to warrant its be- 
ing used as any part of the cause for the effects which we 
have witnessed in the last few days. 

From a number of our customers, leaders in various 
lines, careful investigation shows that while they may not 
be doing the amount of business they had expected and 
hoped to do at this time, the volume of their business is 
larger than the corresponding period last year, which means 
that it is the largest in their history. In many instances we 
find that the expansion. of plants to increase production 
which was started some months ago, has about been .com- 
pleted, and when such producer claims he is not running full 
it should be taken into consideration that his capacity is 
much larger than it was a year ago. Some consuming lines 
have a naturally dull period at or about this time which 
recurs each season, no wise depending upon business con- 
ditions or effects. It is the natural course of that particular 
line of consumption and should be considered as such. 

Building operations, together with other lines of struc- 
tural steel users, have curtailed operations considerably and, 
as a result, the market for this commodity has been quiet, 
although a fair tonnage which has been pending recently 
has been closed. It is stated that one of the largest pro- 
ducers of structural steel will this month break all records 
for production. 

In other «territories the outlook since the disturbance in 
financial circles of last week is distinctly of better char 
acter and a good tonnage has been placed. Considering in- 
fluences which have been exerting themselves throughout 
the country, sales for the week generally are very satisfac- 
tory. Foundry and low grades appear to have the call, roll- 
ing mills and pipe shops being the principal buyers. Small 
interest in I continues and each day past brings nearer 
the time when some earnest consideration must be given 
tq this subject. 

The recent financial difficulty to which reference has 
been made seems to have come at a fortunate time, in that 
the fundamental conditions throughout the country are such 
as preclude any chance of its being a general financial up- 
heaval or a condition of panic such as has been‘ witnessed 
in the past. It has been evident for some time that a slow 
ing down process in activity was due, and this has been true 
in almost all lines. That this contraction and, as it were, 
a clearing up of financial atmosphere can be accomplished 
with some efforts at control, means ultimate saneness and 
safety without passing through complete disorder. This ap- 
pears now more possible than at any time before. _ 

The coke’ market is steady, prices are well maintained 
and shipments averaging well, although car supply, labor 
shortage and impending cold weather will serve to make 
themselves felt. The last is an element which is just begin- 
ning and will cut a large figure for three or four months 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Decidedly more inquiry and compartively quite a 
little purchasing are the features of the week. The inquiry 
now looks as if it were the kind that really meant business 
Some time back consumers were asking for prices for the 
first quarter of next year, but they were only feeling the market 
Apparently they had no actual intention of buying. At all 
events no orders worth mentioning were placed. Now the 
inquiry is for small lots for November and December and 
frequently the melters state that if they buy they must be 
assured of having the iron shipped on contract time, as they 
will have to have it. A good many of these current inquiries 
are simply for car loads and then again they run up to 500 
and every now and then 1,000 tons. They conclusively show 
the cautiousness with which buyers are proceeding? In view 
of the complications in the money market this‘was to have 
been expected. 

Broadly speaking, there is hesitation in the iron and 
steel trade and a general sentiment that a readjustment of 
values is in order. But there is no absolute pessimism. We 
have been traveling on a Twentieth Century Limited for more 
than a year and possibly it will do no harm to take a slower 
train for the next trip, but there is no earthly reason to antici 
pate that we shall be reduced to stealing a ride on a freight 

Regarding prices there is some irregularity, but they are 
holding their own remarkably well. 

Coke in some districts is in such short supply that there 
is serious trouble. In the past week many furnaces have been 
actually. obliged to shut off the blast for a while until cars of 
coke could be specially switched into the yards. The rail- 
roads are not feeling even most remotely the business squeeze, 
for they are being offered more freight than they. can carry, 
and. without doubt the coke fields for several months will be 
seriously embarrassed by reason of a lack of cars.
